REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the conduit 
having a protrusion and a region of diminished shear strength extending along a 
continuous path on the tubular conduit from the protrusion to each of the spaced ends 
for selectively disassembling the conduit along the continuous path in response to 
tension applied to the protrusion to disassemble the conduit into at least one continuous 
strand along the path from the protrusion to an end spaced therefrom in combination 
with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. 

The closest relevant prior art is Taylor et al. (6,214,022) which discloses a 
conduit having a protrusion for removal of the conduit from a vessel, however, Taylor 
does not teach of a region of diminished shear strength extending along a continuous 
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path on the tubular conduit from the protrusion to the spaced ends for selectively 
disassembling the conduit along the continuous path in response to tension applied to 
the protrusion to disassemble the conduit into at least one continuous strand.
